SCHOOL REPORT. 


In submitting for your consideration our final Report, as 
required by the laws of the State, we are aware there is 
much that might properly be said on this subject which most 
deeply concerns the welfare and future prosperity of our cit- 
izens; so much indeed that volumes might be written upon 
it and the subject be not exhausted. We will, however, but 
briefly allude to a few of the more important particulars, 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


During the past year our schools have generally been suc- 
cessful. If there have been instances in which pupils have 
not attained that degree of advancement which might reason- 
ably have been expected, there has been no case in which 
the Committee have been called upon to exercise their 
authority in the premises, nor has any complaint been made 
to them in which they felt it their duty to interfere. 

One serious obstacle in the way of attaining the desired 
success in our schools is the want of regularity i in atten- 
dance. 

We are aware it is very convenient at times for parents to 
have the assistance of their children for an hour or two, or 
occasionally a day, during school sessions, and especially is 
this the case in a farming community like ours. But the 
child who is thus deprived of the privileges of the schoal' 
suffers a loss which can neyer be repaired ; for those lessons 
which are passed over unlearned are liable to be the vervw 
ones which are most needed in order to have a clear under-- 
standing of the subject; consequently the scholar loses his: 
interest in the school, drags through the term, becoming final-. 
ly discouraged, and acquiring but a small amount of useful 
knowledge ; when by the exercise of a little self-denial and: 
judicious care and forethought, many a school might beesme: 
attractive and efficient. 
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EXAMINATION OF ‘lEACHERS. 


‘Lhe duty of deciding who are qualified to teach is one of 

the most embarassing and unpleasant duties which the 
School Committee are called upon to perform, yet upon this 
decision must depend, to a great extent, the prosperity and 
success of our district schools; and your Committee are of 
the opinion that any person applying for a certificate to 
teach, who does not come up to the requisite standard of 
scholarship, whatever ability they might otherwise possess, 
should not be allowed to enter our schools as a teacher. 
Possibly instances might exist in which this rule could be 
overlooked, but in general, if a teacher fails on account of 
not possessing the requisite educational ability, that teacher 
will be sure to lose the respect and confidence of the schol- 
ars, without which uo school can be successful. On the 
other hand, if only those teachers are selected whese schol- 
arship and attainments are unquestionable, the standard of 
our teachers will be raised, the cause of education advanced, 
and a new impulse given to our district schools which shall 
be great and permanent in its results. 
_; Lhe AgopHon of such a course cannot be too strongly 
urged, for by this means those teachers who, by diligent and 
tone effort, have qualified themselves for it, rill recelve 
that position which they are justly entitled to hold. 


Hiau Scuoon. 


‘he High School remains under the charge of Mr. K. C. 
Cole, Principal, assisted by Mr. 8. 8. Bean and Miss M. F. 
Reddington. Miss Annie B. Westgate resigned her place 
as first assistant at the close of the fall term. ‘The school 
met with a great loss in parting with Miss Westgate. She 
has superior qualifications, in every respect, as a teacher. 
She won the entire confidence and regard of her pupils, and 
exercised a most excellent moral and Christian influence 
upon their characters. -We hope her services may be se- 
cured for future terms. 

The progress made by many of the scholars has been very 
- good. Such have been faithful to attend to all the require- 
meats of their teachers, and have been. studious at all sea- 
sonable hours. Others have wasted their time to their own 
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loss and to the disturbance and harm of their associates. It 
is seriously to be regretted that many things foreign to the 
interests of the school have engaged the time and atten- 
tion of many of its members more than the proper objects 
of study. It is a grave question to be settled whether com- 
munity will sustain rules for the government of scholars. 
outside of the regular hours of the school. If the public 
would require such regulations as determine the time of 
study, and look to the deportment of pupils when not under 
the eye of the principal, no doubt much or all of the ground 
of complaint made against the conduct of scholars, both in 
and out of school, would be removed. 


Disrricr No. 1. (Dimonn’s Corner.) 


The summer term was taught by Miss Ida M. Rogers. 
‘This school is one of the largest and best; and although 
lack of interest was observable, we trust the term was pro- 
gressive and profitable. 

The winter term was taught by Miss M. A. Putney of 
Webster, a faithful and competent teacher, with the natural 
results. Scholars, parents and Committee entirely satisfied. 


Disrricr No. 2. (Lower VILLAGE.) 


‘The summer term was taught by Miss Minnie L. Bartlett. 
ident inclination on the part 
of one scholar to disregard the suggestions of your Commit- 
tee—the school was orderly, well managed and successful. 

‘The winter term was instructed by Miss Mary R. Webster 
of Webster. This school having previously been taught by 
the same teacher, we were led to infer a satisfactory vesult 
would ensue, in which supposition we were not disappointed 
at the closing examination. 

In the reading classes, especial pains had evidently been 
taken, with corresponding results. The other branches 
showed a good degree of improvement. ‘Ihe advent of sev- 
eral scholars from other districts added somewhat to the in- 
terest of the school. 
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District No. 3. (NorrH VILLaGE.) 


‘The summer term was taught by Miss Marietta Osgood, a 
young teacher with little experience, who, under particular- 
ly discouraging circumstances, proved herself equal to the 
emergency. The result was all that could be desired. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Maria P. Osgood, a 
superior scholar, and amply qualified to impart knowledge 
to those under her charge. 

We were unable to attend the closing examination, but 
have been assured that the appearance of the school was 


very satisfactory. 


Districr No. 4. (Sioopac.) 


The summer term was taught by Miss Nettie KE. Hardy, 
who labored under a disadvantage which so few teachers are 
able to overcomé, viz: successfully teaching in the district 
where they have attended as pupils. Not having the proper 
respect and confidence of her pupils, and wanting in stamina 
requisite to the successful management of the school, the 
progress was hardly satisfactory. 

‘The winter term was taught by Mr. H. It. Sargent, a vet- 
eran in the service. ‘The deportment, with a single excep- 
tion, was commendable. Although the scholarship was 
hardly equal to the average, several of the pupils displayed 
considerable proficiency. 


Disrricr No. 5. (Pumpki H111.) 


Summer term taught by Miss Alice S$. Colby, whose ex- 
treme youth and a want of knowledge of the routine of a 
district school (having reccived the greater part of her edu- 
cation at home,) placed her in a rather embarassing position. 
However, the school, we think, was beneficial, and by ex- 
perience and observation Miss Colby may become a success- 
ful teacher. rag = 

The winter term was taught by Miss Nettie IE. Hardy. 

Eight scholars, all small and pursuing a primary course 
of study, gave little or no opportunity for display. 
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Disrrict No. 6. (Burt Hi11.) 


Summer term instructed by Miss Matilda B. Smith of 
Sunapee. Miss Smith is a young lady of exemplary char- 
acter, whose efforts for the moral, as well as mental, im- 
provement of the school were worthy of emulation. The 
classes generally gave evidence of thorough instruction. A 
little more attention to reading would have been commenda- 
ble. Register carefully and accurately filled. 

‘The winter term was taught by one of your Committee, 
who will only say the scholars were obedient and studious, 
generally desirous to learn, in which they were assisted by 
their teacher to the best of his ability, who hopes the school 
was productive of some benefit, leaving others to judge of 
the amount thereof. 
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District No. 7. (KIMBALL) 


One term, taught by Miss Martha A Watson. It was her 
first school, but managed with skill and success that would 
have done credit to an older and more experienced teacher. 


District No. 8. (Burnap.) 


One term, taught by Miss H. M. Eaton of Bradford. 
One of the best schools, as regards scholarship and deport- 
ment. Miss Eaton proved herself an accomplished teacher. 
The diligence and progress of the scholars was observable, 
and the exercises at the examination were interesting and 
worthy of praise. 


District No. 9. (WATERLOO.) 


‘The summer term was kept by Miss I. Frank Barnard,— 
only four scholars attending. During the twelve weeks 
there was hardly an instance of absence or tardiness. It is 
often considered impossible to make an interesting school 
with so few pupils, but those four little girls loved the hours 
of school better than play. They studied and they learned. 
‘The examination was a delight to all present. 

The winter term was kept by Miss M. Lizzie Eaton of 
Sutton. ‘The attendance was very irregular, and little prog- 
ress made. 
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Districr No. 10. (Coniins.) | 


‘Phe summer and fall terms taught by Miss Sarah EK. Bart- 
lett.. he number of scholars in regular attendance was two. 
‘There was no instance .of absence or tardiness during four- 
teen weeks. With this small number of pupils there was 
little opportunity for display, yet excellent pr ogress was 
made in the primary branches attended to. It requires skill 
and patience to keep alive the interest with so few scholars. 
We urge upon Districts 10 and 15 to unite and build a new 
school-house. 


Disrricr No. 11. (Tory Hit.) 


Summer term taught by Miss M. Anna Putney of Web- 
ster, who, by previous experience, has well earned the repu- 
tation of a successful teacher, which reputation received no 
detriment from her connection with this school. ‘Lhe clos- 
ing examination gave evidence that the term had been profi- 

table! 

‘The winter term was snattauced by Miss Abbie H. Jones,. 
a faithful and conscientious teacher, by whose efforts com- 
mendable progress was made. 

The scholars deserve praise for the regularity of their 
attendance. No instance of tardiness, and but one of dis- 
missal, are reported during both terms. 


Disrricr No. 12. (Coucn.) 


Summer term taught by Miss Addie M. Sargent, who had 
previously taught several terms in this district with good 
success. ‘The scholars are well disposed, quiet and orderly ; } 
and being desirous to learn, and having a teacher ever ready 
to assist them, the term was a profitable one. 

The winter term was kept by Miss Lottie A. Eastman of 
Salisbury. Miss Eastman is a teacher of considerable ex- 
perience and ability, possessing a happy faculty of imparting 
instruction, and, as a natural result, one whose services are 
desirable in the school-room. ‘The order maintained was of 
the best. The progress was all that could be expected—the 
shortness of the term precluding the possibility of making:. 
very great advancement. 
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Disrricr No. 18. - (VinnaGe.) 


Primary Department. 

Both terms, summer and fall, were kept by Miss Adelaide 
B. George, who is well known to be one of our most capable 
and efficient teachers. his school, which by previous good 
management ranked among the best in town, is advanced to 
the position of the banner school, and we hope its motto 
may still be Excelsior! that the scholars, as they enter the 
higher department, may not forsake those good principles 
which they have learned in this school. Miss George is a 
thorough scholar and a good disciplinarian, thus combining 
those most important qualities necessary to insure success. 
The order was such as would merit the approval of the most 
fastidious, the progress of the very best, and the alacrity with 
which the scholars seemed to obey the slightest wish of their 
teacher served to render the closing examination entirely 
satisfactory, and an honor alike to teacher and scholars. 
‘The care and neatness which are shown in filling out the 
Register deserve especial mention. 


Higher Department. 

The first two terms were taught by Miss Rhoda B. 'Thomp- 
son, an experienced teacher, who exerted herself with un- 
common diligence and faithfulness for the welfare of her 
school. ‘The following is from Miss 'lhompson’s Register: 

«Eleven of the scholars left school two and three weeks 
before its close, which disarranged the classes seriously. 
Some left town, the others left to go to work. Fully one- 
half of the tardy scholars had reasonable excuse, but, to 
answer the requirements of the Register, 1 marked them 
just the same. 

I have endeavored to have the scholars comprehend each 
Jesson as they went over it, and [ think those who were wil- 
- ling to study made progress, while others failed. 

With twenty-four lessons to hear each day, and a very 
disorderly school to begin with, I have not been able to ac- 
complish all I could have wished, but I believe some prog- 
ress has been made and a measure of order attained.” 

‘he winter term was taught by Mr. Fred M. Colby. The 
reputation of this school has been at a rather low ebb for 
several terms, but we are glad to announce that Mr. Colby 
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succeeded, to a considerable extent, in bringing “ order out 
of chaos.” If the parents will sustain the teacher, send 
their children to school with instructions to remain 
there during school hours, the stigma which attaches tofat 
will soon be effaced and its future prosperity permanently 
established. ‘The rules and principles of reading, a branch 
of study too much neglected, were well attended to, and 
commendable progress was made in the other branches pur- 


sued. 


Disrricr No. 15. (Gore.) 


Both terms were under the instruction of Miss Ella K. 
Hardy. As this was Miss Hardy’s first attempt at teaching, 
some apprehension was felt in regard to the resuit. On our 
first visit we found the teacher ‘ mistress of the situation,’ 
which position she evidently maintained. As we were un- 
able to be present at the close of the second term, we are 
not prepared to state definitely in regard to the result, but 
the deportment at our first visit was commendable, and we 
have no doubt considerable progress was made. 


Disrricr No. 16. (DavisvILe.) 


Miss Gustie Stone of Webster taught the summer term. 
‘The school was small, but made up of excellent material. 
The deportment was excellent, and the examination satis- 
factory. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Clara A. Putney of 
Webster. ‘Lhe united efforts of a superior teacher and dili- 
gent scholars made the school a perfect success. A genuine 
comprehensiveness of the studies pursued was noticeable, 
and the improvement in penmanship was particularly ob- 
servable and praiseworthy. 

At the close of the term the scholars presented their 
teacher with a beautiful writing desk. 


Disrricr No. 17. (MELVIN’s.) 


Both terms of this school were kept by Miss Mary J. ‘l'y- 
ler of Hopkinton with great success. ‘The teacher excelled 
in her mode of discipline, securing the most perfect order in 
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one of the largest schools in town. She impressed her own 
quiet manners upon her pupils, and added new excellence 
to the high character the school has long maintained. ‘The 
progress in all the branches studied was gratifying to the 
many parents and friends present at the closing examinations. 


Disrrict No. 18. (CoLiece.) 


There was only one term of this school, kept in the fall 
by Miss Etta F. Nichols of Bradford. ‘There are but six 
scholars in this district, and yet no school in town is superior 
to this in scholarship and deportment Faithful study and 
constant attendance on the part of all the scholars have se- 
cured this high rank. ‘The teacher was competent and 
thorough, and maintained good order. ‘The people of this 
district take pains to hire the best teachers. 


Disrricr No. 19. (Liserry Untoy.) 


One term taught by Miss Ida M. Rogers. 
The school is in progress at the time of making out the 
report. . 


District No. 20. (Rosy’s Corner.) 


One term of school was kept in this district by Mrs. I. 
Frank Roby. We have learned to have full confidence in 
the success of a school under the care of Mrs. Roby. She 
is thorough in her instruction and strict in discipline. 


Disrrict No. 21. (Howe’s.) 

A single term of this school was kept during the winter by 
Miss Belle Howe. Only one visit was made. At the com- 
mencement there was every indication of ability and tact on 
the part of the teacher to achieve success. So far as can be 
learned, the promise at the beginning was fully realized at 
the close of the term. 


Disrricr No, 22. (New Marker.) 


Summer term taught by Miss Maria P. Osgood, and win- 
ter term by Miss Hala C. Bean. We have to speak in 
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special praise of the great improvement wrought in this 
school in all particulars. Good order maintained, respect- 
ful behavior manifested, much progress in the primary 
studies shown, and an impulse given that is great encourage- 
ment for the future if good teachers are secured. 


Districr No. 24. (Joppa.) 


Only one term, of six weeks, taught by Miss Addie M 
Sargent, with good success. It is very unfortunate for this 
district that its scholars have only one term during the year, 
and that so short. Let Joppa and Kimball unite. It is the 
only remedy.
